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NHE place-names of mineral-localities in central Europe have presented 

many difficulties in connexion with the topographical indexes to 

‘Mineralogical Abstracts’, and also in the much more extensive card- 

index of localities represented by specimens in the Mineral Collection 
Hh 
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of the British Museum which has been in progress for many years. 
Further, I have been asked from several quarters to prepare a short 
check-list of equivalent names of those localities most frequently men- 
tioned in mineralogical literature. When, in August 1927, Prof. F. 
Slavik was good enough to send me a copy of the manuscript list of 
Czechoslovakian localities and minerals which he had prepared in French 
for Prof. A. Lacroix for use in the Paris Museum, I at once recognized 
that with his co-operation a much more useful list could be prepared. 
This he readily assented to, and he has since extended his original list 
to include other countries. The main part of the work has, in fact, 
been done by him, but I do not wish to hold him responsible for some 
of the statements and arrangements.—L. J. 8. 

One of the many results of the European War of 1914-18 is the 
almost inextricable confusion that has arisen in the statement of many 
well-known mineral localities in central Europe. New States have been 
created, boundaries have been altered, and the official names of the 
places themselves have been changed. The places are still there, but 
now they may be in another country and be known by other names.

For example, Nagyag, Transylvania, Hungary, the type locality for the 
s 


mineral nagyagite, is now Sactrdmb in Romania. The mineral-name 
nagyagite will surely stand, and the place-name Nagyaég can only slowly 
be forgotten through several generations of mineralogists. Again, the 
mineral vashegyite took its name from Vashegy (i.e. Iron Mountain or 
Eisenberg) in Hungary, which is now Zeleznik in Czechoslovakia. 
Felsébanya, Hungary, is now Baia-Sprie, Romania. Numerous other 
examples may be seen in the lists given below. In the case of the main 
geographical features and the larger cities, the change of country and of 
name can readily be traced from the ordinary atlases, gazetteers, and 
hooks of reference; e.g. Pressburg = Pozsony = Bratislava, and Klaus- 
enburg = Kolozsvér = Cluj. But for mineral-localities the case is far 
less easy. ‘These are, as a rule, situated in thinly populated and 
mountainous regions, on areas of igneous and metamorphic rocks, in- 
fertile agriculturally, but in places metalliferous. The names of the 
mines and hamlets cannot always be found even on the maps of the 
local surveys. 

The territory covered by the present lists corresponds (except for 
parts of Poland) with the former Austro-Hungarian monarchy. For this 
area there is available the standard work of Victor von Zepharovich, 
‘ Mineralogisches Lexicon fiir das Kaiserthum Oesterreich ’, vol. 1 (1859), 
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vol. 2 (1873), vol. 3 (1893). The third yolume, compiled by F. Becke 
after the death of the author, contains a useful index to localities, 
arranged under the several provinces and with indications of their 
positions. In addition to German names of places, those in other 
languages were also given in some cases, though not systematically and not 
always with the correct spelling, The present list has been more or less 
based on that of Zepharoyich, eiving the alternative place-names in the 
different languages and incorporating some new matter. Numerous 
memoirs and maps published during recent years are written in other 
languages now recognized officially, and the place-names in these 
languages are now coming into more general use. Place-names having 


the same pronunciation in the various languages, though slightly different 


in spelling, e.g. Litky = Lutschky = Lueski, and also those with 
equivalent terminations, e.g. -ice = -itz, -ovice = -owitz, &c., have in 


general not been included in the lists. 

Tt must not be imagined, however, that these place-names are new 
merely because they are in languages not generally familiar, Many of 
them were in use before the migration of the Germans in the Middle 
Aves. The German names of the places have been familiar since the 
time of Georg Agricola (‘ De re metallica’, 1556), and up to the present 
they have been almost universally adopted in mineralogical literature. 
But it is interesting to read, for example, in the account of Baron Born’s 
travels in Hungary in 1770—‘Sekeremb, the proper name of the place 
commonly known under the name of Nagyag’; and the name ‘ Zeleznik’ 
appears in the works on Hungary by C. A. Zipser (1817) and F. 8. 
Beudant (1822), On the other hand, some Hungarian names in Slovakia 
appear to be of more recent origin; e.g. Opalbénya for Dubnyik, 
Otisbénya for Kotterbach, Sajéhaza for Nadabula. 

But another difficulty now arises. Owing to the mixture of races, 
there may be, for certain places, more than one name in the vernacular. 
Such alternative local names are at present recognized officially in 
Czechoslovakia when they represent the mother-tongue of at least 
20 per cent. of the inhabitants of the place in question. 

During the present period of transition, difficulties will continue to 
arise. The following lists are not offered as a solution of the problem, 
but merely as a check-list for purposes of reference. In the topographical 
indexes to ‘Mineralogical Abstracts’ uo attempt has been made to 
establish a definite system. Place-names have there been indexed as 
they appear in the original publications. Many of the Czech names 
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have been given for localities in Bohemia and Moravia, but in the ease 
of Slovakia, and also of Transylvania and Banat, most of the original 
work is still published in Hungary, and there the former Hungarian 
names are still adopted. 
A series of very useful lists giving the variations in names for the 
better-known places has been prepared by the Permanent Committee on 
Geographical Names for British official use. These include : +
